Unfortunately, 
the leaders of the nations pre­ 
vented a logical and simple solu­ 
tion to the problems of resettle­ 
ment, and as a result six mil­ 
lion Jews were exterminated by 
the Nazis.

"Only then did a so-called hu­ 
mane society permit the creation 
of a state in Israel," the Rabbi 
said.
